Task Force 


Pleaded guilty to two misdemeanor counts of 
withholding information from Congress. 


One year of probation and 100 hours’ 
community service. 


Clair E. George 
Former CIA deputy 
director for operations 


First trial in August 1992 ended in 
mistrial. Second trial ended this 
month: Nine counts of perjury, false 
statements and obstruction. 


Convicted Dec. 9, 1992, of two counts 
of lying to Congress. Sentencing had 
been set for Feb. 18. 


Robert C. McFarlane 

Former national security 
adviser to President 
Reagan 


Pleaded guilty to four misdemeanor charges 
for withholding information from Congress. 


Two years’ probation, $20,000 fine 
and 200 hours’ community service. 


Caspar W. Weinberger 

Former defense secretary 


Five felony charges involving obstruction, 
perjury and false statements. 


Plea: Not guilty. 

Trial date had been set for Jan. 5. 


Carl R. “Spitz" Channell * 

Chief fund-raiser for 
Nicaraguan contras 
* Channell died in a car accident 


Pleaded guilty to one count of conspiracy 
to defraud the United States. 

on May 7, 1990. 


Two years’ probation. 


Thomas G. Clines 
Former CIA agent and 
partner of Richard V. 
Secord and Albert Hakim 


Convicted of four felonies relating to his 1985 
and 1986 federal tax returns. 


16 months in prison and $40,000 
in fines. Clines appealed, the 
convictions were upheld. He began 
serving his sentence May 25. 


Albert Hakim 

Businessman who 
managed the finances for 
Oliver L. North’s network 


Pleaded guilty to misdemeanor charge of 
providing an illegal gratuity by paying for a 
security fence at North's home. 


Two years’ probation and a 
$5,000 fine. 


Richard R. Miller 

Head of a Washington 
public relations firm 


Pleaded guilty to one count of conspiring to 
supply the contras with military equipment 
financed by tax-deductible contributions. 


Two years’ probation and 120 
hours’ community service. 


Richard V. Secord 
Retired Air Force major 
general who served as 
chief operative 
in North’s network 


Pleaded guilty to one felony count of false 
statements to congressional investigators. 


Two years’ probation.
